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Preparations have commenced for the second great metropolitan 
horse show, appointed to take place at the Agricultural Hall on the 7th 
July next. The entries close this day (Saturday), and as t 
have determined, in order to afford proper and comfortable stall ac- 
commodation to each animal, to limit the number to 820, the competi- 
tion to secure acceptances of specimens of the finest animals in the 
kingdom has been very great, more especially in the thorough-bred 
and hunter classes, in which alone the prizes to be awarded reach be- 
tween £400 and £500, the first prize in the thorough-breda being £100, 
in addition to the Agricultural Hall Cup, of the value of £25. For 
riding-horses the prizes reach £130. The other classes, eleven in 
number, consist of weight-carrying cobs, not exceeding 14.2 hands ; 
carriage horses, not under 15.8 hands, in match pairs; light phaeton 
horses, not exceeding 15.1 hands, in match pairs; ponies of various 
classes, hunters of four years old, and huntera of five years old and up-~ 
wards; and there is to be this year an extra clasa, for which £50 is 
awarded to entires of extraordinary merit, not specified in any of the 
other classes. Tho same exciting proceedings which dittinguished the 
horse show of last year, in parading the prize animala round the hippo- 
drome constructing in the centre of the hall, will be adopted; and with 
regard to the hunters, the experience of last year has rendered it ad- 
visable to allow the judges to select the weight-carriers, and a will 
have the power of requiring any of the horses in the flye-year old and 
upwards class to be jumped before awarding the prizes. Amongst the 
thorough-breds already entered are some of the most notable horses on 
the Turf and connected with the races of the present year.

The ewer is designed and modelled by Mr. Archibald J. Barrett, 
and is manufactured by Messrs. Hunt and Roskell (late Storr and 
Mortimer), 156, New Bond-street. The Ascot Cup is a glorious 
equestrian statue of Joan of Arc, designed by Mr. Harrison Weir, 
modelled by Mr. W. F, Spencer, and manufactured by Measrs. R. 
and 8. Garrard and Co., goldsmiths and jewellers to the Crown, Pan- 
ton-atreet, and Haymarket. The Queen’s Gold Cup, the gift of Her 
Majesty, is this year a large and finely-chased Elizabethan tankard 
with an equestrian group on the cover, representing the Champion's 
Challenge. A knight has just thrown his gauntlet to the ground, 
and points to it defiantly, whilst his esquire holds tne lance in readi- 
ness, Thisis also the work of the Messrs. Garrard, and is designed 
by Mr. W. Taylor.

PAST RACING. 


That at Liverpool was almost barren of incident upon which to 
comment ; weshall therefore only briefly notice it. At the time of 
going to press last week, Broomielaw had not achieved his second 
triumph, and his and Breadalbane'’s detractors were only half beaten 
by the hollow victory of the latter, but on Friday at Ascot Farewell, 
who had previously{defeated the fast Gardevisure, was ignominiously 
beaten by Broomielaw, who mounted the hill like a lion, covering 
at each bound an extraordinary scope of ground, and at once dis- 
sipatizig the preposterous idea of his being an imposter, showing at 
fhe sime. time that the running of the pair for the Derby was all 
iv." In the Ascot Cup race our conviction is that Fordham came 
tod Jate with General Peel, and we found many good judges who 
agreed with us in this view. In the deciding as well asin the first 
heat Ely was served by the ground, and although the General can 
mount a hill he his better suited to a flat course, and over’such 
ground he will assuredly retrieve his lost laurels should he and Ely 
again encountereach other, The Liverpool Meeting has given birth 
to a new conundrum the answer to which we commend to the 
notice of Mr. Topham :—Why is the Liverpool Meeting like tailors’ 
bills? Do you give itup ? Because it wants reforming. ‘The solu- 
tion is true enough, although there is not much point init. What is 
meant for reform has commenced ; the July Meeting is shifted three 
weeks back into June, and it is curtailed in its proportions from 
three days into two, and yet with ample funds, and the material sup- 
port of the race-loving people of South Lancashire, it has proved a 
failure. There is no effect without a cause, and we take leave to say 
that in this instance the Ascot settling kept away the elite of the 
Turf, hence the “ beggarly account of empty boxes” as respects the 
reserved portion of the stand and the ring, and the paucity of horses, 
and consequent small fields, was due to the demand upon studs of 
other recent meetings; a better time must therefore be chosen for 
holding the meeting ifit isever to resume the high position it formerly 
occupied. The racing calls for little remark, only the several 2 yr-old 
races exercising any influence on the fature. ‘The winner of the New 
Stakes at Ascot gave Gretna 91b and won by a head; then in 
another race Selim gave Gretna 4b, and won easily with perhaps 
Slb in hand. ‘There can, therefore, be little to choose between 
Selim and Ghibisa. The winners of the other 2-yr-old races, Bel- 
mont and Blue Riband, are also about on a par with each other, but 
neither of them are Derby or St. Leger class, The ever-green 
Caller Ou picked up the “Guineas” in her old style, and we think 
that an ascending scale of penalties on Queen’s Plate winners would 
be a decided improvement, as it would ensure larger fields, more 
interesting contests, and a more equal distribution of these prizes. 

The Hampton re-union, favoured by propitious weather, drew 
together a vast concourse of pleasure-seckers, both road and rail 
being thronged from an early hour. Those who love to see racing 
blended with holiday enjoyments can have their appetite satiated at 
Moulsey Hurst, for there is all the fan and frolic of a country fair, 
all the al fresco pastimes of the people, from the patrician game of 
Aunt Sally to the more plebian rifle contest with pop guns for nuts. 
Hampton races, without a giant and a dwarf, a mumming show, and 
a boxing booth, would be the play of Hamlet” with the part of 
Hamlet omitted. The fine arts, too, contribute their mite. The 
latest murder, the frightful railway accident, the terrific explosion, 
or other sensational occurrence, are all depicted on canvass, and, of 
course, they are painted from sketches by the most eminent artists, 
taken on the spot. You can know your own height and weight, 
test the power of your lungs, or the force of your own blow without 
bringing your ‘‘bunch of fives” in contact with a friend's head or 
ribs ; if you are inclined to dance provision is made for your gratiti- 
cation. There are knock-em-downs upon which to exercise your 
skill, and card-sharpers to pick you up—you can have your fortune 
told by seers who cannot tell their own, and if you are of opinion 
that rings and pins are desirable and necessary to your personal 
adornment, there are generous gentlemen who attend for the purpose 
of giving you gold, and decorating your person with eastern magnifi 
cence, But enough of this, we require our space for a higher game 
—that in which the handsomest and most noble of animals (not 
human) is the chief actor, and, as the incidents were few, so will be

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HAMPYON JOTTINGS. 


The cockney holiday, p¢* excellence, has this year been celebrated 
with more than usual success. Moulsey Hurst. has been a scene of 
extreme jollity, and the gipsy tribe had a magnificent innings.

The mob are not kept under re- 
straint, they have their own way with a vengeance, and the absence 
of the more refined elements in English society seems to give full 
warranty for the breaking forth of a description of jollity which 
undoubtedly had its origin in Colney Hatch. The ‘‘ wan” is the 
popular vehicle and from every court, lane, and alley of London, 
one of those commodious but inelegant conveyances is char- 
tered for the journey. People who toil in grimy workshops 
and smoke-encrusted back yards, polish up for the occasion 
and putting on the ‘‘best suit” throw dull care to the 
dogs, and place themselves with the wife, and the wife's 
mother and sister, @ big stone jar, and a formidable basket, 
in the “wan,” and set off for the deep recesses of Surrey, where 
gallant steeds contest for good prizes, and show their powers to aud 
initing thousauds. ‘These vau partics are capital institutions, and if 
Mrs. Brown would only keep her temper and be at peace for a few 
hours with Mrs, Mouldy, and if Mr. Brown would only drink less

‘‘nobs”’ that they too can turn out unexceptionable ; drags, cla- 
rences, mail phetons, and waggonetts, whilst, the ladies if a little 
overdressed, show that they are at least got up rezardless of 
expense, As a race meeting perhaps Hamptoa is not of 
so very much importance, but we defy the whole world to surpass it 
as a popular holiday. In paper garlands, false noses, horse-hair 
moustaches, and doll decorations, it is unrivalled, and for spon- 
taneous fun of the roughest nature it is second only to Donnybrook 
Fair, The upper ten will not entirely turn their backs upon this 
plebian sporting festival, but they are out of their element on 
Moulsey Hurst, It strikes us that on this annual occasion no man 
or woman who is not prepared to go the extreme cockney hog should 
put in an appearance there. The clearing of the course was no 
mean part of the businees of the meeting, for an English mob, though 
good tempered, has a disposition to be obstractive, and on Wednes- 
day and Thursday, Superintendent Walker and Inspectors Bradstock 
and Eccles had all their work to do, notwithstanding the aid of one 
hundred constables over and above the usual number. On the 
running we have no remarks to make, but we cannot refrain 
from calling attention to the fact that we last week, and before the 
appearance of the acceptances, picked the first and third for the 
Surrey and Middlesex Stakes. 


THE MEETINGS OF THE ENSUING WEEK. 


NEWCASTLE-UPON-TYNE, BIBURY, ODIHAM, AND 
STOCKBRIDGE. 

I believe I shall next week have to record some material im- 
provements in the stand and other accessories pertinent to the 
conduct of the meeting at “cannie” Newcastle, as it was 
determined last year to effect changes calculated to improve 
its character and increase its attractiveness, The real ‘l'yne- 
side man goes in heartily and enthusiastically for the three 
R’s—rowing, (w)restling and racing—and next week the “ black 
diamonds” will show strangers what shining characters they 
are. Nowhere is racing more higbly appreciated or enjoyed 
with greater zest ; and to this day the glorious old Beeswing is spoken 
of in terms of strong attachment approaching reverence, ‘‘t?auld mare” 
having won the cup on six occasions, four of them in consecutive 
years. That race, however, is now shorn of its glory, the Northum- 
berland Plate having become the piece de resistance and the chief sub- 
ject of interest and speculation. The programme is of the usual 
character, but the tide of improvement having setin, we may expect 
in future years such changes as are necessary to the enhancement of 
thereputation of the gathering and to its more complete success, Taking 
the closed events in the order in which they were last year decided, 
I shall first consider the probable result of the Tyro Stakes, for 
two-yr-olds, which has obtained fifteen nominations, among which 
are Split the Difference and Bob Chambers, both winners, and the 
former having incurred a penalty of “3ib, Mr. Jackson may elect to 
be represented by his Lord of the Isles, who or Murillo may prove 
the best of the dark division ; but as [ prefer to “trust the bridge 
that has carried me safely over,” I shall repose my confidence in 
Bob Chambers. The NortH Dersy will not this year exercise the 
influence on the St, Leger betting which it has in some former years. 
Wild Agnes and The Oppressor are the best of the public performers, 
and they are penalised 7/b and 3lb respectively, and with a start I 
prefer them in the order named, bat Wild Agnes being now trained 
at Lewes, she may not besent so far north, the stake not being one 
of great valué, Missile and Whirlwind, both dark, read as the only 
horses from which any danger is to be apprehended, neither Exceller 
nor Renfrew having yet run up to expectation. 

The Members’ Pate, 1 mile, is one of a series of handicaps 
that it is dangerous to meddle with except at the post, and then the 
danger is only one of less degree ; but Wetsail, on public form, is 
bound to beat Stiff at this distance. Lozenge and Lady of Cover- 
dale should about run a dead heat; King Charming should beat the 
Empress of India, Henrietta, Windham, and Anonyma at the 
weights; and if we take King Charming and Finesse to ‘beat the 
field I think I shall have discoverd which thimble the pea is 
under. The Granp Stanp Stakes, for 2 and 8-year-olds, 6 fur- 
longs. Only two of those entered are 8-year-olds, and the stakes 
should fall the prey of The Lion (Slb ex.), unless there is a flyer 
among the dozen 2 year-olds, which previous running will show, as 
most of them are entered in the preceding 2-year-old races, 


THE NORTHUMBERLAND PLATE 

is the most speculative event of the week, but less so on this occasion 
than in former years, backers having a wholesome dread of a repetition 
ofthe ‘tmilking ” process, for which this race has obtained an unenviable 
distinction, many backera haviug been mulcted of not easily to be 
forgotten sums. Caller Ou has won this race two years in succes- 
sion, and itis reported that Mr. T’Anson has a large stake depending 
on her winning it in three consecutive years ; if this be so she will 
doubtless start and try, and that is much towards the battle, for 
many ‘horses are backed by the public that do neither when they are 
expected todo both. Caller Ou heads the list with Ost, being 2lb 
more than she carried last year, and she is meeting The Tartar on 
6lb better terms now than then, according to Queen’s Plate weights 
at two miles,.which should dispose of his chance, and Wharfinger, 
Gondola, and Alice would also appear to be held safe on their 
previous running with Revival, who with her light weight should be 
able to beat all the 3-year-olds, Brown Bread being probably the 
only one that possesses a chance with her, although Oatregor, 
whose true form I do not believe bas been shown. yet, as I 
have reason to believe that he is a good horse, and will one day 
prove himself so, were he to be supported in a genuine manner 
we should keep on the safeside.

the influenzs. It therefore appears to be one of the offsprings of 
civilisation, just as are some of the complaints which afflict the 
higher order—the upper 10,000 of humanity—such as the gout and 
dispepsy, which seldom or neverdisturb the equanimity of the plough- 
taan, who to a greater extent is reared after nature’s own fashion, 
and who is no valetudinarian from bile ; no victim of “ those ills” 
which some patrician blood “is heir to,” T will not attempt to 
dive into the cause or causes of influenza, further than to express my 
belief, that if nature was taken more strictly as a guide, we should 
hear less or nothing of such visitations, and I am strengthened in 
my belief by having kept for years a number of horses, none of which 
were ever the victims of any such calamity, or the greuse, nor did 
any of them acquire a musical propensity, or add one shilling to the 
veterinarian’s coffers. I never caused the saddle to be taken from 
a horse’s back without a cloth being immediately thrown across his 
loins ; and when a horse came in with dirty legs I never allowed 
them to be washed without also insisting and seeing that they 
were rubbed dry ; but we have seen both these material duties 
neglected, and I have witnessed the consequences. We should be 
pleased to discussthese points with any trainer who thinks me wrong 
in my views (if any such there be), at the proper time, and I may 
then have something to say on the food of horses, and in opposition 
to the “ nothing like leather doctrine” of beans and oats with good 
hay being all that a horse needs, I may recur to this subject at 
another season of the year, when current events make a less demand 
on our space, which at present will not admit of further dissertation 
thereon, The Hursrsourye Stakes, for 2-yr-olds, with penalties 
and allowances, for which thirteen horses are entered, must have 
precedent notice, and of the batch I see nothing to prefer to 
Ambition, who takes the beaten allowance, and has shown im- 
proving form, Grand Falconer however is recommended by his 
breeding, and may prove troublesome to her. 

The Ratway PLAte, for 2-yr-olds, is a selling race, and not wish- 
ing to be sold myself, £ must decline to discuss its probable 
issue. 

Tux Bracry Covs, as usual, come out steong with 2-yr-old races, 
which are difficult to deal with, as there is no public form to guide 
us in estimating their probable results as respects the bulk of the 
horses, and past public form has been of too in-and-out character to 
enable us to offer any very decided opinion. The ball opens on 
Wednesilay next, the 28th inst., and the first race calling for notice 
is the 7th BrenNIAL Stakes with the large number of 51 nominated,

SWIMMING AND SWIMMERS, 

In commencing our little review of swimming and swimmers I do 
not mean to go 8o far as some people and say it is the finest sport that 
anyone can have. Let them hold their own opinions, as we all have 
different ideas. I maintain that, it is very bracing to the syatem,a 
capital exercise, and lastly it is a necessary art that everyone ought to 
know : in fact I hope to live to se6 the time when it will be considered 
to form part of a man’s education, For speed a person ought to begin 
very young, although it is 80 simple it can be taught at any age, but 
I find a great difficulty in inducing people to learn. They are timid 
of first entering the water, but when they are once induced to get over 
that fear it becomes a pleasure. A man in good hands can be made to 
awim in a fortnight: distance and 
speed, like everything else, will 
take time and practice. We all 
know that many doctors are great 
advocates for the bath, but their 
liberty must not be abused, as I 
have seen it done if taken to ex- 
cova, and at improper times. It 
may be dangerous, for it is well 
known that water is not our 
natural element, but there aro 
some constitutions that are like 
iron, consequently they can stand 
anything, and they should be 
taken as the exception, Our pre- 
sent-day youths’ health must not 
be compared with those of the 
time of our forefathers. Now-a~ 
days # young man is shut upin 
small rooms ‘called offices, with 
impure air, and do not have 
sufficient exercise, therefore they 
ought to be careful how they use 
their bath the same as they would 
do other things. A swim should 


never be taken just after a 
meal: tho best time in my opinion 
is before breakfast ‘or before 


dinner, but any other time will not 
so much matter, providing it ia 
not on @ full stomach. In the 
summer & person with a pretty 
goood constitution may go in the 
water every day with benefit to 
himeelf, but there are some people 

. would not advise to go in more 
than once or twice a week, and a 
person's own feelings ought to 
regulate the time he stops in, If 
the extremities get white and 
numbed after being in some 
time I would advise anyone to 
come out at once, otherwise by 
stopping in longer you fight 
against nature, which may be’ 
fuilowed by severe coldness of 
the body and shivers. If think it 
is better for such a person to go 
in a tepid bath. I trust our readers 
will not think Tam giving them 

a very gloomy idea of the sub- 
ject; nothing is further from my 
notion, for if it is properly used 
nothing is more jolly or healthier. 

My cautious remarks are intended 
for the young who will not listen 

to reason, but try and see how 
fay they can battle against human, 
nature. ‘There are some constitu. 
tions that cannot stand too much 
exercise in whatever ahape it is 
given. ‘Then, therefore, they 
ought to be very careful. Bome 
nxcople are very frightened to go 
fies the bath in the winter, bat 
from my own experience as well 
as these of the members of the 
two clubs that meet at the Endell- 
stroet Baths throughout the year, 

it is very pleasant, and for my part 

I like it better than the sum- 
mer. The wateris tepid and the 
temperature ia much warmer 
than the air outside, Swimming 
was nothing near ao flourishing a 
few yours ago as it is now— 
thanks to a good many people 
that I could name: they have 
been labouring in a good cause, 
and | hope their exertions will be 
doubled this year, when, for a 
certainty swimming will be placed 
on a firmer footing than it has 
ever previously been. I want to 
see the general public take 

a liking to it, and go tothe different matches and éntertainments that 
take place, ‘There ia nothing brutalising about it. here is one sad 
thing that [ canoot but mention. Most of you, no doubt, have heard 
of the Holborn Casino, and I suppose some of you remember it bolus 
a bath ; but the then proprietor found that when he boarded it over in 
the wister and mada a dancing-room of it that it paid considerably 
better, aud the place that then held water (and many a good race wes 
witnessed in it) is now stoved up with drinks of all kinds, that go the 
reverd6 of Making our young men a hardy race. It seems a pity that 
such a bath should have baea allowed to go, especially when it was in 
such @ deusely populated neighbourhood, but the public would not. go, 
and swimmers were much lesa in numberato what they are now, If 
it was not for the different parishes building baths [ don’t know what 
wo should do, but [ fool coufident the time is not far distant whon we 
shall have some private spoculators who will take the matter up. 1 
fuel certain that if & good spot ia selected, with proper manage~ 
ment, a good dividend would be the result, [ have said tnat 


all large schools ought to have @ bath with a master attached to it 
{ advocate a master because he can do with the pupilin a month what 
he would take a year to do if left to himself, and then most likely im- 
perfectly, Anyone living in London then go to a master—there 
is One at nearly avery bath- or jola a club, of which thera ara several 
in the metropolis at a very modorate subscription, Inthe present day

community, for at Boulogne you will see a boat stationed some dis- 
tance out to look after and warn swimmers and bathers not to go far 
or in dangerous places ; besides this two men continually walk the edge 
of the water, with ropes and lifo belts, and I have no doubt they 
would go in at a moment’s notice, at the risk of thoir own lives, to 
save a fellow creature in distress, independent of whatever country he 
belonged to. This does them great credit, and if such a thing was 
adopted at our watering places, it would be a great boon, in fact I 
think it is a disgrace to this country not to have something of the 
sort. In returning to my subject of the improvement awimming has 
made within the last tew years, I will here just dot down the several 
different clubs that have sprung into existence round about London. 
There is no money spent in & superfluous manner in any of them, no 
one receiving pay for any post he may hold, all funds being spent in 
giving prizes. ‘Che only thing I regret is that these clubs are not one 
hundred times as large. They do not receive a shilling patronage, 
which I think a great pity, as it might enable them to do a great deal 
in furtherance of a good cause. ‘There aro many cases of acts of 
bravery performed by persons while attempting to save another's life 
which go unrewarded. The Huamne Society take no notice of them, 
and the clubs are unable to do go from the insufliciency of their 
funda. 

A short time since afew gentlomen connected with the London Row- 
ing Olub thought it a great pity that most of the members should be 
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formed by a few gentlemen that branched off from the London. 
They have some good swimmers, and their races for prizes are con- 
fined to their own members, with very rare exceptions. No entertain- 
ments have taken place under their management. We imagine the 
reason of it is this, that their president is a professional man, and he 
might expect thom to attend his benefits, &c,, instead of launching out 
on their own account. Whether they will become,a large club time 
will show; there is plenty of room if ae, wish to push forward, 
and we wish them every success in tifeir task. 

The Serpentine Club was tormed by a number of gentlemen that mot 
there. They are now a large club, and there are a great number of grand 
swimmers among them, and with such a nice bit of water and good 
management they are safe to succeed. As they have only heen started 
a few months very little can be said of them yet. We were glad to seo 
the friendly manner in which they met the London (the other morning), 
when they had a race in the Serpentine, and I hope such a good feeling 
will long exist. Another club, called the Metropolitan, has been started, 
but their members are very few as yet, and as they meet at the samo 
bath as the London does, it is a question whether the latter will not be 
too strong for them, We shbatd like to see them unite, but they have 
our best wishes for suocess. There are other minor clubs, but we will 
notice them when they get larger. 

To show that the demand for baths is growing much strongor, 
two new ones have sprang up within the last year or so, one at Black- 
heath and the other in Golden-lane, Barbican, Tho latter ig in a 
neighbourhood that we are afraid will preclude a great many respectable 
people going, but any how it is a step in the right direction. 

{ Now there is another question we think that admits of a deal of con- 
sideration atthe handgof all theclubs and professional men. Woe mean to 
say that swimming is brought to too great a nicety ag regards spoed, 
and not sufficient attention paid to 
distance. Now-a-days it is fear- 
ful to see the pace they go upa 
bath, our quarter of a mile cham- 
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out rowing evary day and not be able to swim, especially wheu they 
were always liable to an accident from fouling or otherwiso, thy idea 
of starting a swimming club was conceived, and shortly after the Tex 
was brought to light, and now musters near 400 members, but they 
confine themselves strictly to rowing men. Taoir races during the 
last aummor took place in the Thamés, and thelr entertainments piven 


at the Lambeth Baths are comparatively of a private nature, 
boing confiaed to members and friends, The prizes they give 
ara generally very hindsome, and show groat taste in’ those 


that select them, The Loodon Swimming Club is the oldest, 
and their popularity increases every wack ag does their mem- 
bera; they confine themselves to no particular body, tharef re they 
posseas most of the beat swimmers of the day, from the two mile 
champioa downwards. Uatil this club got up the two mile champion 
challenge cup, thers was none of those interesting races that have

to a perfect stroke are sometimes 
abandoned, and in many cases the 
swimmer becomes an ugly mass 
of something going through the 
water, and when there is a long 
race in tha Thames or elsewhere, 
those that areconsideredour fastest 
men are nowhere at the finish— 
why? because they cannot last. 
Now I think the different clubs 
on their practice nights should 
give prizes for long distances, and 
endeavour to their utmost to en- 
courage it, I do not think it is 
necessary on entertainment nights, 
as the public would get tired, a 
change being very requisite, but 
what is the use of a man who is 
upset out of his boat two or three 
miles from shore being able to Ro 
very fast for a short distance and 
then becoming utterly useless? Wo 
all know that a steady course of 
training is better for everything, 
Instead of trying to push the 
beginner to the top of the tree at 
once, by doing so he gots 
habituated to a certain routine 
that he never can get out of. 
Now T have said that it is very 
easy to become a swimmer, but L 
do not mean that everyone can 
be brought to a great speed, far 
from it, for it depends on the con- 
stitution, forin the present style of 
swimming tho head is immersed 
at every stroke, therefore it is 
very exhausting, but you never 
found a good one but what 
has a very large chest and lungs, 
in fact, it seems to mo a “very 
geod test for a person’s health. 
fy remarks can be easily under- 
stood by looking at H. Gurr (the 
two mile champion), who seems 
to me to be nothing but legs and 
chest, which gives him wonderful 
powers of endurance. ‘This boy, 
or ho is only about sixteen, took 
the whole swimming world last 
year by surprise, beating every 
swimmer of the day, and winning 
the title of Champion of Bagland 
at the end of last summor in an 
Open competition race, and he 
Informs me that this summer he 
will lay himself open to swim 
anyone in the world, and I am 
sure no end of money would be 
forthcoming. (Lam gladto see that 
spirited club, the London, have 
engaged him to instract their 
members.) My readers might say 
triatit is not a great deal to go 
two miles, but I hold that it is 
equal to running ten, and if they 
would only try and swim a race 
for half an hour, they would find 
out the difficulty long before that 
time. Mr. William Walker, who 
is now engaged teaching a club 
at Newoastle, swam from London- 
bridge to Greenwich, a distance 
of five miles just under the hour. 

Now that our Yankee friends 
are always bragging that they 
: ean lick us in anything, tarna- 
tion smash, why don’t they throw down the gauntlet for 
a friendly swim, and | am. sure, whatever might be said 
to the contrary, my brother swimmers would swim them in an open 
piece of water, and show fairness to all. ‘They need not fear 
about being hunted by the police, for they would be thore in force to 
guard against any accident. keap the boats cloar of the compatitors, 
and see fair play to all. Until some country does challenge T shall 
fairly lay claim for the English to the championship of the worl]. 

[ read some time agoin your paper an excellent review of the 'yne- 
side swimming, and was much pleased to seo ia it that swimming has 
made such progress. There is one thing that I want to call especial 
attention to, and that is, I see that the Newcastle club has the 
patronage of several noblemen, members of Parliamont, and the 
Mayor.

There 
is one nobleman, I am glad to say, nas put a spoke in the wheel 
in the right direction, by giving a five pound prize every fee IG) Rd 
public competition in the Thames, which must tend to do a deal of 
good, and every swimmer, I am convinced, will readily say, long life 
to Sir William Frazer ; may his example be followed by many in the 
forthcoming summer! Two gentlemen, Messrs, Tallis and Maddick, 
last summer did a great deal to forward the art by giving two very 
handsome cups, one value 20 guineas and the other 15; to the latter 
cup was attached tho title of one mile champion. In order to give you 
somo idea of the little support swimming gets, I will mention the fol- 
lowing, which I know to bea fact. Some years since the London 
Swimming Club theught, as there was no direct champion, they 
would get up ® champion challenge 
cup; the distance to be swam for it 
was two miles, They thought that the 
public would willingly subgeribe the 
sum of about thirty pounds for it but 
they found out their mistake, ‘and 
with the exception of a very little, 
the leading members had to pay for it 
out of their own pockets, and ‘had to 
swallow no end of taunts over it; but 
the club is in a better state now than it 
has ever been before, owing to some 
good working members in it, but Ima 

here mention that any one holding 
office is purely honorary, and they pay 
their subscriptions as willingly asthe 
rest ; therefore not one farthing is spent 
in ® superfluous manner, This, 1 be- 
lieve, applies to all other clubs in 
London. ‘To persons occupied in a 
sedentary business the bath is invalu- 
«ble, and I don't think it will be out 
of place here to quote the following 
remarks, by the celebrated Doctor 
Abernethy, commendatory of bathing. 
To says :— 

“Next to eating and sleeping, the 
swimming bath ranks among the very 
foremost of the necessaries and sup- 
ports of life, It is of far higher con- 
Sequence and of more general utility 


than any other kind of manual exercise 
Bymnastic or sport. 


It affects the Hi 
Bystem more powerfully than these, UH 
Sven in the very points. wherein their = ——- Te nf 
excellence consists, and it isapplicable 9 =e" 
in a thousand circumstances where 
they are not. It does not eupersede, 
but it ought to come before these other 
prececee ‘Lime should be therefore 
ound for the bath among the regular 
occupations of life; it ought to bea 
permanent institution, ranking imme- 
diately after the prime necessaries of 
our being. Hither daily, or several 
times a week, should every ono repair 
to itin some shape or other, either at 
morn, midday or evening, according to 
Btrength and leisure, There certainly 
does not exist a greater device in the 
artof living, or a groater instrument for 
securing a vigorous and buoyant exis- 
tence, It isone of the most powerful 
diversions to tho curreut of business 
occupation; it can suspend for a time 
the pressure of our pursuits and 
anxicties, and return us fresh for the 
®njoyment of our other delights. lo 
the three varieties of state which our 
bodies daily pass through, eating, work- 
ivg, sleeping, it would add a fourth 
luxurious in itself, and increasing the 
relish for all the rest. 1t would con- 
tribute to realisa the perfect definition 
of a good animal existence, which is to 
have the appetite always fresh for 
whatever may be before it. The health 
of the mind must be based in the first 
te on the health of the body. 
ental occupations and refined enjoy- 
ments turn into gall and bitterness if 
not supported by the freshness and 
vigour of the physical frame.” Beaides 
enlarging on the fact of swimming it- 
relf being a great pleasure, the worthy 
doctor might also have dwelt a little 
on the usefulness of the art, enabling 
as it does the proficient to save himseli 
aud perhaps others, from drowning ; 
as a proof of this, 1 think the following 
will give a bad striking illustration, 
My readers. will recollect that it is 
ouly a few months ago when we ro- 
ceived the news of the total destruc- 
tion by fire of H.M.S. Bombay, by which 
fo many lives were lost.

Dunham. I saw them the first time, when they were unable to swim, 
but now the case is very much altered, most of them being expert 
swimmers and divers; and, as a great many of these boys, | am 
told, go tosea, the knowledge will be very usefal to them, should 
they at any time requiroit.

itaaée witnessed an incident that decided my mind that it was time | 
toslearn to swim, I stepped into a s!eamboatat the Temple Pler to go | 
to Blackfriars,{and’on nearing the bridge I noticed a! boy, apparently 
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about sixteen, standing on the shore by the edge of the water, when 
instantly I saw a lot of water rushing towards him (caused by asteamer 
in front of us), which lifted him off his legs and brought him into the 
middle without a second’s notice. Several of our passengers seeing 
it the boat was stopped, but, alas! it was to no purpose, for we never 
saw him afterwards, Whatasad thing! No doubt his parents would 
s00n anxiously be awaiting his return, and perhaps never know what 
became of him. Now there is no reason ney, I should doubt that this 
boy was not a swimmer ; if he had been one he could have Card risen 
to the top of the water and swam to, or have been rescued by the 
appliances of the steamer. In bringing before my readers this descrip- 
tion of swimming and swimmers folall show them the urgent neces- 
sity of learning in case of danger, and also for the purity of the body 
and mind. ‘The poet Thomson says :— 
“This is the purest exercise of health, 
The kind refresher of the summer heats,’’ 

{t is a disgrace to our country to know how few can swim. Our 
rivers, our canals, and the sea, are daily crying danger and death; yet, 
inthis, the greatert maritime country fA the world, we sink below the 
savage ; Bavages Offbothsexos, learn at an early age. In speaking of 
the natives of Otaheite Captain Cook 
says, ‘ The natives, both male and 
female, swam round the ship in great 
numbers, and upon nails, &c., being 
thrown into the sea, they dived after 
exch article, and never failed to recover 
it before it had reached the bottom.” 

Doctor Franklin first informed us 
that the human body is nearly of the 
| same specific. gravity as water, and 
; one day accidentallyfalling into a tank 
| | six feet high, he recollected the fact he 

had promulgated, and placing hia 
| bands behind him and throwing his 
head back remained motionless, and 
thus saved his own life when he wasig- 
norant of the art. In 1844 the red men, 
| Flying Gull, and Tobacco, were said by 
their peculiar way of swimming (throw- 
| ing their arms round like the sails of 
| a windmill) to be able to beat any- 
{ body in this country, but were beaten 
| by Mr. Kenworthy. The Romans 
practised bathing as I should like to 
ree here. Their baths were on a most 
extended scale, ‘he public baths of 
Caracalla were 1,500 feet long by 1,250 
feet broad ; at each end temples dedi- 
eated to Apollo and Esculapius, sacred 
to the improvementof the mind and the 
care of the body, with a greathall with 
1,600 seats for the bathers, with beautiful 
walks, shaded with trees, gymnasium, 
&c., with exquisite sculpture and paint- 
ings. When the Romans wished to 
stigmatise a low~ bred fellow, they 
would speak of him as a ;erson who 
“ could neither read nor swim.” 

The bath was also in comm nus) 
among the Greeks, though we are not 
well acquainted with the construction 
and economy of their bathup places. 
Homer often refers to the practice of 
bathing, but he speaks of the warm 
bath as an unmanly habit, and this 
view of the effeminacy of warm 
bathing was that held in the time of 
Demosthenes. ‘lhe Roman baths were 
mean and dark in the time of Scipio 
Africanus, but in the age of Agrippa 
and the Emperors after Augustus they 
were built in a style of luxury almost 
incredible, 60 much so that Seneca in- 
veighs against it, I» says, “a person 
was held to be poor and sordid whose 
baths did not shine with a profusion 
of the most precious materials—the 
matbles of Egypt, inlaid with those 
of Numidia; unless the walls were labo- 
riously stuccoedin imitations of paint- 
ing, unless the chambers were covered 
with glass, and the basins withthe rare 
Thasion stone, and the water conveyed 
through silver pipes.” Mr. Ferguson 
says, that ‘even allowing for their 
beiug almost wholly built of brick, and 
being distigurod by the bad taste in- 
separable from everything Roman, 
there is nothing in the world which for 
size and grandeur can compare with 
these imperial palaces of recreation,” 

Tt ia strange that there has not 
been any public bathing éstablishmeuts, 
until within a very fuw years, where 
men could for a small sam seek that 
recreation, In London the remaina of 
Roman baths have been discovered, but 
these seem to have been to privato 
houses. It was not till the year 1844 
that a meeting was convened and reso- 
lutions passed for the formation of an 
“association for promoting cleanliness 
among the poor.’ One was opened 
near Rosemary-lane, and ia the second 
year of its establishment there were 
84,584 bathers und washers, In 1846 
another was opened near Husten- 
square, In the first yoar thera wore 
113,000 bathers and 20,000 washers 
The two past years show ug that wo 
are improving, although slowly, for in 
Liondon alona we have over two mil- 
lion bathers and halfa milhon washers 
ina year, Although baths. were erected 
for the use of the poor, I an sorry to 
say they do not seem to appreciate the 
boon offered to them.

It is no exaggeration to say that a 
better representative of Rob Roy than Mr, Powrie could scarcely be 
procured. His natural verve, fine voice, and commanding appearance, 
give the best idea of the ‘bold eutlaw,” and make a capital impres- 
sion; and were he only played up to with better spirit the part would 
receive all the justice that can be hoped for it. The Rashleigh Osbal- | 
distone of Mr. I, Allen is too harsh and cumbrous.

tons; cutters, one-half minute up to 75 tons. Open toall yacht clubs. 
To start from and weigh their own anchors ; to be in sea-going trim,

The start had been fixed for seven a.m., and before that time all the 
yachts, with the exception of the Emmett, Violet, and Colleen Bawn, 
had taken up their positions in two lines midway betweon the Oreus 
Buoy and the Mucking Light. The Commodore, Mr. Andrew Arce- 
deckne, and Mr. Gregory, the secretary, having formed them into two 
lines, the schooners below, and given them all their sailing orders, the 
gun to prepare was fired at 8.14.15, and that to start at 8.19.15. Alarm 
had her mainsail and trysail set, the yawls had their main and mizen 
sails, and cutters their mainsails only set. The Whirlwind lay 50 
yards below her class, and the Niobe was slightly in front of hers. 
The crews of the Eva, Niobe, and Alarm were very active; Vindex 
was also smart, but was foul with her anchor, and the Glance, Dudu, 
and Niobe, canted to the southward, while the others made a short 
board to the Essex shore, Wind was N.N.E., fresh, and weather 
threatening. Marina and Volante first broke the line, The former 
going to windward of the Whirlwind, and the latter ahead of the 
Alarm. When they had made two or three boards, and were fairly in 
position, they had arrived at Mucking Creek, and here the Whirlwind 
and Xantha were level on the starboard tack, both sending up topsails, 
the former a small jib-headed one, and the latter a square-headed one. 
Christabel luffed all she could, but Whirlwind collared her, and the 
former setting her topsail kept well inthe front rank. Wind was too light 
for the Alarm, so she set her main gaff topaail at the light; astorn of 
Christabel to windward were Marina and Volante; then came Goulden 
Vanitie, and Surf, together to leeward, and next Eva and Sauiry, the 
former to windward on the Essex shore. Vindex was well up, and the 
Glance was hampered by some shipping; Dudu brought up the rear, but 
evidently not racing ; Xantha was foul with her topsail, and Chris- 
tabel came up under her lee, They went about, and when on opposite 
tacks Christabel lay closer to the wind, and came out first, taking 
second place to the Whirlwind, who looked like repeating last year's 
victory. Glance was fourth; Marina fifth, evidently wanting more 
wind and a better chance of reaching; Volante sixth; Vindex 
seventh; Alarm eighth; Goulden Vanitie and Niobe ninth; then Eva, 
leading Sautry, but although well handled, evidently not in her 
element. By the time they had all cleared Mucking the wind blew 
hard, and Xantha weathered Christabel and Whirlwind, the latter also 
giving place to Christabel and Glance before they were half way 
through Sea Reach. The headmost boat. reached the Chapman at 
9,20, and as they got farther into Sea Reach the wind pradually veered 
to N., blowing stiffly, and brought the Alarm up. They had started 
on the ebb, and there was every probability of their making the Black 
Tail Spit before the young flood had begun. At Old Haven Xantha 
led well, Christabel 2, Niobe 38, Glance 4. Whirlwind went astern to 
keep company with Eva. Sautry, Goulden Vanitie, and Surf were 
maintaining a smart.race, board and board for miles, the former ever, 
now and then obtaining a -trifling lead, which was as soon wreste 
from her. They lay down Sea Reach to the Nore. Off the mouth of 
the Medway Christabel had fairly reached into firat place, Vindex, 
Niobe, and Xantha next, racing ioe second place. Fine day, with 
penty of sun, but probabilities of more wind, and a dead beat right to 
Harwich, wind shifting four points in six miles. Alarm made the 
middle passage to the Nore, and Vindex made a long leg towards the 
West buoy of the Onze, others on the lee shore. At Sheerness Alarm 
went about, others on the port tack; rear division comprising Eva, 
Sautry, Goulden Vanitie, Surf,and Dudu. Volante, working through 
hor boats, got ahead of Whirlwind near the Nore, which was passed as 
follows :—Uhristabel 10.6.0, Niobe 10.8.0, Xantha 10.9.80. Marina 
10,9.40, Vindex, 10.18,0, Glance 10,14.0, Alarm 10.15.10. Whirlwind 
was well nei but from our position we could not very accurately take 
her time. Vindex made a long leg to the southward, others held on 
c Alarm close hauled, 
Vindex gave way to her, breasted the Ouze at 10.55, Christabel still 
ahead; Xantha had secured a good breeze, and by a fine piece of 
seamanship Lord Alfred on the port’ tack weathered the Niobe on 
ane starboard tack, and tacked on her weather, passing her into second 
place. 

They breasted the west buoy of the Ouze, Christabel at 10h 55m, 
Xantha 10h 57m, Niobe 10h 58m, Marina 10h 458m 808, Vindex 10h 59m 
03, Glance 10h 59m 80s, Alarm 10h'59m 38s, Volante 11h 0m 16s, Surf, 
Goulden Vanitie, and Whirlwind next, All kept clear of the Mouse 
Sand, and avoided the “groping” of last year, keeping along the 
Burrows for the dregs of the ebb; wind was N., increasing, and a dtad 
beat to the Mouse; Niobe and Vindex, favoured by the beating, crept 
up to Xantha at every board; Alarm, lying close to the wind, made 
great way, as it freshened, and decreased the distance between herself 
and Ohristabel three minutes in the next four miles. Christabel passed 
Mouse at 11h 40m, Niobe ahead of Xantha, which gave way also to 
Vindex at 11h 43m, 80s, Alarm working up. Wind was freshening, and 
they lay a point or two free to fetch the Swin Middle. Christabel 
made the Maplin Light at 12h 57m 30s, and met the flood. No change 
to Swin Middle. Here Niobe got about a mile and a half to windward 
of Christabel; wind suddenly shifted to N. by E. and squally, leaving 
Christabel a mile and a half to windward, and Niobe to leeward. Some 
ofthe yachts astern bore up and returned. The choice of winning 
was an open question in both classes. Squall came on soon after pass- 
ing the Swin Middle. Vindex and Niobe immediately struck topsails 
and housed topmast, Christabel followed. Alarm struck her foretop- 
sajl and topmast, Xantha still kept her canvas out; Christabel and 
Niobe made a long reach, and went at a great pace; Vindex a good 
third, Alarm coming up to Xantha, Ohristabel kept the topmast up. 
At 3.15, near the Gunileet, as had been expected, Xantha's topmast 
yard gave way, down came topsail; and Alarm was by her at 8h lim 
30s. 3h 28m XNantha had hoisted small-jib-headed  topsail, 
and Alarm was rattling away four minutes ahead of her. 
Others, with few exceptions, topmast housed. Whirlwind, fifth or 
sixth looked like having a chance, but she fell off again, and must 
have met with some mishap. Thus they lay to near the Cork, where 
Alarin caight Niobe and Vindex, but Christabel apparently had them 
all in the toils, as if she had made the wind to suit eras Topsaila 
still down, Christabel and Alarm fetched the Cork Light well, but 
Niobe and Vindex had to make a couple of boards. At 5h 58m Chris- 
tabel breasted the Cork, Alarm 5b 58m 80s, Niobe, 6h Im 0s, Xantha 
and Vindex very close at Gh 2m 10s.

Tho yachts were inspected and arranged at their stations by Lord 
De Ros, the vice-commodore, assisted by Captain Grant, the secretary 
of the club. Lord Alfred Paget, the commodore, ordered the gun to 
be fired for the start at 12h. 7min, 30s. Tho cutters formed a very 
good line, being lowest on the river; the second clasa schooners next, 
and then the first class. The Christabel and Volante were very smart 
in ia g off—the former, after canting to the northward, taking tho 
Jead. The wind was light from N.E., but throughout the day variable. 
They all lay down Gravesend Reach, but it was a dead heat through 
the Hops, and there the Christabel increased her lead, the Volante 
being second, Audax third, Vindex fourth, Glance fifth, and Marina 
sixth. Off East Tilbury Church the Vindex went by the Audax, and 
they entered Sea Reach in that order.

Volante and 
Niobe tacked togethsr, and the latter got right away, as she did of all 
the others to Mucking. Volante and Glance close together, Volante 
inirons, Glance tried to get on Niobe’s weather, but failed to go by, 
and Volante closed with Glance. It were needless to further describe 
the race to the Chapman than to remark that the Niobe, as the peveve 
freshened, went right away from her boats; Volante, Glance, an 
Vindex (as soon as tho latter had recovered) sailed in close company, 
andexecuted a series of mancouvres—one after the other they endea- 
voured to get to windward, but Volante held her own. At the Ohap- 
man Niobe was abead a milo and a-half to windward; then came 
Volaute, leading Glance by 200 yarde, and Vindex was under Glance's 
lee beam. Soon after passing Old Haven the wind shifted and 
increased, taking Niobe further to the front.

THE ISLINGTON DOG sHOW. 


The following communication arrived too late for insertion in our 
last number ;— 

Mr, Editor,-—Many of the complaints which are made by owners of 
dogs extibited at the shows merely arise from disappointment at 
their own dogs receiving no prize,and hence no remedy will ever be 
found for the grumbling which is certain to be plentiful, and probably 
ill founded. But this is no reason why the judges should be exempted 
from all criticism, and I have no doubt in my mind that au award 
made by them this year in the English mastiff class was erroneous, 
upon grounds which, fortunately do not often exist. When I went to 
the show I was not at first much surprised by the selections of No. 
346 (Mr. Hanbury’s Duchess) and 345 (Mr. Hanbury’s Prince) for 
the first and second prize dogs. Duchess has carried off many prizes; 
my colleague and I had given her the first prize at the show huld last 
year by the Agricultural Hall Company; and Prince, if in healthy 
condition,l would this year have choseu in priority to his dam (Duchess) 
for he isa truer type of an Haglish mastiff than she is, and he takes 
after his sire (M Lukey’s Governor) in his head, which is a maguifi- 
cent one, and & point in which she rather fails. But upon examina- 
tion I found that Prince was mangy; every leg was so red and angry 
with inflammation, and the skin so blotchy, that the dog was quite un- 
fit for exhibition. He was, I believe, ina highly contagious state, and 
if 1 had been an exhibitor this year nothing would have induced me 
to allow my own avimals to bo placed near him, Yet not only ia 344, 
a dog belonging to H.R,H. the Prince of Wales, made to run the risk of 
being next to him, but Prince receives the second prize, He should not 
have been admitted into the building, much less have received any 
prize, while in the state 1 refer to, ‘The award placés a promium upon 
disease. I will ouly add that No. 343 ( Druid), another aog belonging 
to H.R.fH., and a very tine grown animal, only 8 months old, was ap- 
parently suffering trom distemper, both eyes were choked up with 
mucue, and I should have thought that his keepers were hardly pru- 
dentin bringing him in that condition to sucha place.
